THE CANAL TREATY. 


"Washington March 18—Without dot- 


ting- an "I" or -crossing a "T" even 
without changing a single punctuation 
the senate voted to ratify the treaty 
•with tshe republic of .Cotombia for the 
construction of an isthmian, canal.- 
The vote for ratification was 73 in the 
affirmative to 5 in the negative. The 
senate was in executive session when 
the result was announced so that only 
the senators themselves and a few 
confidential employes were present. 


The only party vote of the day was 


taken on the substitute for article 4 
which was agreed upon by the Demo- 
cratic caucus and had reference to the 
acquisition of territory in Central and 
South America by tie United States. 
There were a number of speeches on 
this amendment but it was voted down 
by an almost two-thirds majority, the 
ballot footing up 51 ayes to 27 noes. 
Most of the senators in the city left 
tho capital in. the firm conviction that 
it would be possible to conclude the 
called session today and that when the 
senate should next adjourn the ad- 
journment would be sine die. «

First Witness. 


The trial of Joe Thrapp. on a charge 


of cutting police officer James Callan, 
last Saturday, was begun before May- 
or Forry this afternoon. The prison- 
er, by bis attorney Frank A. Bolton, 
signified that he was ready for trial, 
and L. A. Stare was the first witness 
called.

found a pocket knife on Thrapp when 
he was searched at the city prison. 

Thrapp told 
Officer Carroll in witnesses hearing 
that Callan was going to hit him with 
his mace. 
Thrapp told Carroll that 


he had cut Callan. 


Dr. H. Day testified that 
Callan 


came to his office about'4 o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon. 
His condition was 


bloody and1 he had a bad cut involv- 
ing the facial artery, made by a sharp 
knife. He put several stitches in the 
wouncl. 


Dr. D. M.- 
Smith 
described 
tho 


wound which he said had been caused 
by a sharp edged 
instrument. 
The 


woirnd could have been inflicted by 
the knife in evidence.

James Callan was called and sworn. 


"About 3:40 o'clock I was standing 
on South Fifth street. Thrapp came 
up to me and snapped a rubber at me. 
I said: 'Young man, you are getting 
too smart.' I then went into the poll- 
ing place and stayed for about 10 
minutes. 
When I came out Thrapp 


began an argument with me. I told 
him he would have to cut it out and 
he replied he didn't have to cut it 
out and slashed me. I didn't have my 
mace in my hand when the trouble 
began. 


Thrapp was bound over to the Com- 


mon Pleas Court in the sum of $750.

Instructions Issued by the Board of 


Elections—Governing the Spring 


Election of 1903. 


The cily board of election ha* issued 


t'ho following instructions bearing up- 
on registration, which will be found of 
interest to Newark voters: 


The registration days as fixed by 


law for the- accommodation of all elec- 
tors, who will be qualified to vote at 
the April C, laiS, election, are March 
27 and 28 between the hours of 8 a. 
im. and 1 p. m. and from 4 to 9 p. m. 
o'clock standard time. 
All electors 


who are not already registered in the 
precinct in. which they live, all who 
have become of age since the last elec- 
tion and all who have moved Into the 
city before they can. vote must regis- 
ter in their proper precinct. And all 
electors who are registered in some 
precinct and have since moved into 
another voting precinct of this city 
must get a. removal certificate and be 
icgistered in the precinct in 
which 


they moved between, the hours and 
on. the days above mentioned. 


The 
requirements for registration 


are as follows: 


1. Voters who are now properly 


registered are aot required to register 


2. Voters who are registered and 


have removed to another precinct may 
get a removal certificate, 
by apply- 


ing at the pi]ace where they are regis 
tered and file the same with the regis 
trars in the precinct in which they 
have moved. This must he done on 
March 27 and 28th, as aforesaid. 


3. Voters not heads of families w^c 


moved out of their precincts 
after 


March 17th cannot vote. 


4. Voters who will be out of the city 


and more than fifty miles therefrom 
on the two registration -days can be 
registered by appearing before 
the 


secretary of the board of elections and 
making affidavit of the' fact between 
March 1st and 27th. 


5 Voters who are sick and nnable 


to go to 
Iheiir proper 
registration 


places, may be registered on an affida 
vit of sick elector in their precinct or 
March 27th and 28th. 


6. Voters who are heads of families 


and move after March 28th, may get e 
removal certificates at the place where 
they are registered on Saturday eve 
ning April 4tb, between the hours ol 
7 and 9 o'clock p. an and filed with j 
the registrars In their 
new 
voting 


places the same evening and between 
the above named hours. 


7. Voters of any 
township within i 


Licking county 
who move into the 


city after March 17 cannot vote at the 
April 6th, 10&3, election. 


8. Voters who were registered last 


fall in voting precincts -which have 
been changed hy the new ward line* 
have been, transferred by the board ol 
election to the books of their propei 
precincts. 


8 All voters must he registered in

FOR UNION LABOR'S BENEFIT 


"Wo Huve Quit the Tlianklcn* Job Of 


jFltflillllKT Fur .Nonunion Miiii-rn." 
Patrick Dolau, president of District 


JCo. 5, United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, says: 


When 1 s<nl«l that only the union min- 


ers of the Pittsbnrg district would re 
ceive the full benelit of the new wage 
scale which goes into effect on April 1, 
1 in»ant eu-ry word of it. 'I lie opera- 
tors all understood it that way before 
wr lelt Indianapolis, and while they 
may say that all employees will benefit 
alike, the fact remains that the union 
men will be the greatest beneficiaries. 
I do not blame the operators for saying 
1 was "only Diking" or for making the 
.statements they did, for if I were an 
operator I would have done the same. 
Hut that docs not alter the facts. The 
union miner will benefit by the new 
scale to a greater extent than hi.s non- 
union brother. Therefore 1 would ad- 
vise all nonunion men to get into tbe 
organization beloro April 1. 


Where the union man will benefit 


will be in the dead work scale. The ton- 
nage wage will be uniform. The opera- 
tors could not afford to pay one man 
1)0 cents a ton and the man in the next 
room only fc>0 cents a ton, as it would 
involve a too complex system of book- 
keeping if nothing else. Besides it 
would breed dissatisfaction. But you 
must understand that every two weeks 
the pit boss is required to visit every 
miner and measure up the dead work 
he has done. JS'ow, it is to the advan- 
tage of the pit boss to get the work 
done for the least money. That is what 
he is there for, to get all the coal out 
he can at the least cost to the operator. 
He understands perfectly the union's 
dead work scale. The dead work costs 
from $2.50 to $10 for every 100 tons of 
coal mined. The man who belongs to 
the union will get this. When pay day 
comes the nonunion man's envelope 
will be short. If he dares to kick he is 
told to take his tools out. 


This system has been in vogue in 


Ohio, Indiana and Illinois for years, 
while here in the Pittsburg district we 
have been lighting the nonunion man's 
battles without any thanks from him. 
Heretofore the nonunion man has been 
receiving the full benefit of the scale 
and the union has taken pains to en- 
force it, even for the nonunion man. 
We do not propose to do this any more 
and will let the nonmember of our or- 
ganization stand on his own bottom, as 
he desires to do, aud then see where he 
wHl come out. 


Child l>al>or nnd Tuberculosis. 


''Would you stamp out tuberculosis? 


Then abolish child labor.'' 


This simple prescription was given in 


a recent public address by a physician 
who has made a careful study of both 
child labor and tuberculosis, Dr. Lou- 
ise Fiske Bryson. Tbe connection be- 
tween tlie two 'evils was explained in a 
thoroughly convincing manner. The 
germs of tuberculosis, although they 
will live for years in a dark room, will 
die in a few hours if exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun. Since children, 
especially those living in tenements, 
who are most likely to be put to work 
early, very commonly go through the 
incipient stages of consumption in their 
early teens, it is important that they 
should have plenty of fresh air aud 
sunshine. This is prevented by their 
employment in factories, sweatshops, 
stores, laundries, restaurants, etc. In- 
deed nearly every occupation in which 
children are largely employed is more 
confining than going to school. Many 
outdoor occupations, even, do more 
harm than good; thus milk and papers 
are delivered before daylight, and 
many messages and parcels are deliv- 
ered at night, when the vitality of the 
youthful messengers is at a low ebb 
and when they are especially apt to 
contract the cough which develops into 
consumption. 


Thu germs of tuberculosis an; said 


to be well ni^h omnipresent, so that 
safety from them lies only in one's 
power of resistance through rubnst 
health and in the sunshine and nour- 
ishing food which are essential to the 
maintenance of that health. Children 
who work are commonly amriuic and 
have little power to resist disease.

his overalls or rubber hoots, making 
OIK- foot help another. 
Tbe honeybee 


ranks among the highest of all insects, 
because of its thoughtful pro\ ision for 
tlie future and the care shown its 
young. The young bees which receive 
this care from the working bees are 
culled larv.T. These are of three kinds, 
found In three different hinds of cells, 
and they are called queens, drones and 
workers. The best time to study this 
wonderful insect is when buckwheat 
and goldcnrod an* in bloom. If possi- 
ble, visit some hive and try to see them 
at work inside. It is very interesting 
to see a few captured bees that have 
been fed with some honey "take a bee 
line" for home when let loose. This is 
the plan followed in the mountains and 
elsewhere when hunting for wild hon- 
ey. Frequently thepe bees will return 
for more honey* to the same place 
where they were fed at first, as their 
instinct is akin to reason, and they al- 
ways observe a place so as to re-turn 
to it. When making room in the hive 
for a set of young bees, the old queen 
bee leaves the hive, followed by nearly
